Thermometers for the purpose of

Commerce, however, he 
added, is fast approaching its goal, 
having turnied' In *the greatest 
amount so far. 

Bill Viner, chairman for the drive 
committee, stressed the importance 
of immediate and generous contri- 
butions if the quota which has been 
prescribed for McGill University is 
to be reached. The returns thus far, 
he continued, are barely five per 
cent, ol the whole amount and this 
percentage must be improved on if 
the quota is to be reached. 

The following are some of the 
per capita returns from last year's 
Charity Drive when the quota set 
v/as $1.00 |>cr student: Arts and 
Science, 28 cents; R.V.C., 7.1.5 ccnis; 
Commerce, 0,^ ccni.s; Knginocr.s. 
cents; Medicine, 45.5 cents, and the 
Lav/ Faculty, $1.50. A glance will 
show, said Bill Viner, thol while 
some were very creditable, there is 
room for much Improvement in the 
others. 

This year for the first lime Grwd- 
uate Nurses have entered the field 
and the committee expects them tn 
do their share In turning 100 per 
cent of their quota.

Canada's Obligation to Euro- 
pean Refugees Will Be 
Discussed 



"Refugees— and Us" will be the 
subject of a brief noon hour ad- 
dress lo be given in Strathcona Hall 
today under the au.tpices of the Stu- 
dent Christian Moveutcnt The 
speaker is Mi.vs Coii-stsiioe Hiywiixi, 
secretary of ihe C.Hiiad;;in N'.->tion.iI 
Cinnntittee on Refugees and Victims 
of Political Persecution. The meet- 
ing, which will take place at 1.30, is 
open to all University students. 

Tlie eommittee, wh;ch is ne:\- 
sectian. was organized last January 
to provide some solution to the 
problem created by Nazi persecu- 
tion. The Honorary Chairman is Sir 
Robert KhU vMum-. ,uk1 the Chairman 
Sen.itor C'.iume K. Wilson. Since 
ilieii. thousands of refugees, chiei'l,\ 
Chechoslovakians and children, 
have been cared for in England. 
The Canadian Commilteo is con- 
cerned that Canada should share 
ihi.i responsibility with Great Bri- 
tain.
